HIGH SCHOOL CURRICULUM 


High school students in Alberta will 
do work on a somewhat different basis 
hereafter, beginning with the new fall 
term. 

Changes in the curriculum have 
been decided upon and are now being 
incorporated in the regulations for 
1929-30. They are the outcome of a re- 
view of the present curriculum by a 
special committee appointed for the 
purpose some months ago. 

No change will be made in the num- 
ber of units required for junior matric- 
uation and entrance to Normal for the 
second class certificate. 

The survey revealed the fact that 
several of the units are properly 
weighted at the present time, but a 
considerable number need lightening, 
and that some four or five require 
stiffening up. 

The following units remain unchang- 
ed: Composition 1 and 4, history 1, 
algebra 1 and 2, French 1, i> Gees 
1, hougehold economics 1 and f2, man- 
ual arts 1 and 2, geography 1, arith- 
metic 1.

ROGUING THE SEED PLOT 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

No good seed grower can grow seed 
grain without working over his fields 
and ‘seed plots, to remove the impur- 
ities or “rogues” which he may find 
in the growing grain. This removing 
of impurities is called “roguing.” 

at the present time, it is practically 
an impossibility to grow pure seed 
grain without carefully and painstak- 
ingly going over every foot of the 
area set aside for seed, and picking 
lout the odd bearded heads from the 
‘tbald main crop. Even where the seed 
crop is very good and no really out- 
standing impurities can be noticed, 
the careful grower goes over the plots 
to remove the plants which are not 
quite up to the high standard set for 


23-3t} good seed. 


The easiest way to “rogue” a seed 
plot is’ to walk down the seven inch 
path between the drills, and carefully 
scrutinize all the heads which become 
visible in each of the three or four

trip. 

At seeding ‘time the seeder {s often 
run back on the wheel mark which 
lenves oa fourteen {inch path down,’ 
which {s easy to travel at all times 
for roguing purposes. However, if 
the flelds are dirty with weeds, it {s 
often a bad practice to Jeave such a 
Place to harbour and produce weeds, 


By carefully going, over the seed 
plot after the plants have fully head- 
ed, and once asain just before the 
grain ripens, most of the {mpurities 
can be easily spotted and removed be- 
fore harvest. 


The seed plots which are thus care- 
fully “rogued” in the manner explain- 
ed above will contain only pure seed, 
and subsequent crops should be purer 
and cause less trouble ai harvest time 
than the old, uncared for seed supply.

Wo say unfortunately, be- 
cause any newspaper man or any citl- 
zen of any municipality has the right 


by law to attend any meeting of an| 


elected body—nor can any person s0 


wishing to attend such a meeting be 


excluded under any pretext whiat- 
ever. .Als we say, that /applies to} 
every citizen as well as reporters, and 
the law goes further than that. 
board, council, commission or any 
other ‘body of persons clected to pub- 
Hic office cannot prevent anyone from 
attending their meetings, regular or 
committee, and they cannot withhold 
any information concerning public 
business from a newspaper man or 
citizen and this applies to public of- 
ficials. What is more, any opinion ex- 
pressed or speech made on _ public 
business can be taken by a newspaper 
man or citizen. So whén any public 
servant makes /the statement to a 
newspaper reporter that such and 
such a thing “is not for publication” 
he should be aware of the fact that 
the question of whether it is for putli- 
cation or not enttirely depends upon 
the opinion of the reporter and not 
that of the public servant. The law 
takes the stand that “public bus& 
ness is just what those two words 
signify—business of the public. And 
the public has every right to know 
just how men they have placed in 
office are conducting the business rel- 
ative to the office and their reasons 
for positions taken on all matters. 
That is quite a logical thing regard- 
less of the fact that the law looks at 
it in that way, and any public body 
that is doing things or \discussing 
things that are “not for publication,” 
or in other words, which they don’t 
want the public to know about, are 
either doing things they showd not 
be doing or are ashamed of their ac- 
tions and afraid of the condemnation 
of the public. Any person serving on 
a public body should know that what 
he does and says in connection with 
public business is open to _ public 
knowledge, even as he would demand 
if he were on the outside looking in. 
If any man doesn’t like that aspect of 
public life he should consider it be- 
fore he runs for office—Kincardine

FRESH EGGS WON'T FLOAT 


Simple instructions, are herewith 
given for testing: 

Water—Draw off.a tumberful and 
stir into it a teaspoonful of sugar. If 
on the following day the water ap- 
pears cloudy, it contains impurities. 

Linen—Soak a sample in olive oil 
for a few minutes, dry carefully be- 
tween blotting-paper, and hold it up 
If uniformly transparent 


it has been mixed with cotton. 

Olive Oil—Pour a sample into a 
small bottle, add a tenth of the quan- 
tity of ammonia and shake well. If 
the mixture becomes’ a thick, creamy 
mass the oil is pure, but if it has a 
granulated appearance other oils 
have been added. 

Milk—Dip the point of a polished 
needle into the milk, remove and hold 
perpendicular, with the point at the 
bottom. If some of the milk adheres 
to the point the milk is pure, but if it 
all runs off water has been added. To 
test if the milk has ‘been .‘creamed,” 
skim a sample after it has lain for an 
hour or so. If the skimmed milk has 
a bluish tinge around the edges it is 
pure, but if it retains its yellowness it 
has been creamed. — 

Eggs—Place in cold water. If they 
sink to the bottom and ‘lie flat they 
are fresh; if they ‘sink and show a 
tendency to rise they are not abso- 
lutely fresh; and if ane Hone they are 
stale,

REFUSED WORK AT FAIR WAGE. 


Montreal, Aug. 28. — Refusing to 
work and expressing ‘disappointment 
With the treatment :they haye, receiv-, 
ed in Canada, more than 100 men’ aret 
awaiting deportation ;to Great Britain 
at the dominion government immigra- 
tioin office here. 

All but six of the men refused work 
on construction jobs for which they 
were offered 36 cents an hour and the 
prospect of six months work, because 
they were not given guarantee of the 
terms in a written contract.

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HIGHWAY COSTS IN ALBERTA 
TOTAL $5,238,000 THIS YEAR 

Costs of Alberta highway adiminis- 
tration and construction this year will 
amount to approximately $6,238,000, 
according’ to Hon, O. L. McPherson, 
minister of public works, In oa state. 
ment recently Issued. 

It had beon stated, for Instance that 
Alberta would have a revenue of abott 
$3,000,000 from motor Hcenses and the 
tax on gasoline, Also, that {ft would 
enjoy the benefit of the surplus of 
$1,800,000 from tts administrative func- 
tions of last year, Yet In the fact of 
this the government was only spend: , 
Ing $2,650,000 on highways administra- 
tion and building. 

“The sum of $2,650,000 represents 
the capital expenditure only, made up 
of $1,500,000 for main highways; 
$500,000 for bridges $500,000 for dls- 
trict highways, and $150,000 for sec- 
ondary highways. 

“There {3 provided from income ac- 
count $500,000 In grants to municipal 
districts; $541,000 for maintenance of 
main higways; $57,000 for ferries; 
and $60,000 for bridges, together with 
interest, together with sinking fund, 
which brings the total for highway 
administration and construction to ap- 
proximately $5,238,000 or just about 
double the $2,650,000 quoted.” 

The minister's statement also points 
ovt that Alberta has a much greater 
mileage of gravel surfaced road than 
Saskatchewan has with much larger 
population and with less difficult coun- 
try in which to build. Considering 
length of settlement, population and 
area to be covered, Alberta was far 
ahead of Manitoba, while, with the 
same factors considei -d, it was ahead 
of the maritimes. Alberta development 
also compared /very favorably with 
Montana, despite the fact that that 
state had received a great amcunt of 
federal aid. 


DUCKS IN BAD WAY 
According to a dispatch from Re- 
gina, dry weather on the prairies has 
thinned the ranks of wild ducks. 
Thousands of young birds have been 
found dead in the bottoms of dried-up 
sloughs, and flocks of ducks are re- 
ported to be flying many miles to find 
water. In many cases mallards and 
other ducks have kept clese watch on 
farm houses, where kindly people 
have pumped water for them. 

At Lancer, exhausted ducks have 
been picked up from village lawns. 
They were too weak to fly further in 
their search for water. 

Old ducks are walking for miles 
with their offspring, tco- young to fly. 

In the Crestwynd district. two mal- 
lard ducks made their nest in a straw 
stack a few miles away from Lake 
Johnston. Nine and eleven young 
ducks came from two nests and for a 
time a small slough provided water, 
while wheat, in the stubble and ‘where 
the threshing machine had been last 
fall, provided gocd food. 

The slough soon dried up. A mile 
away was a farmhouse and thither 
they went with their young. Arrived 
there they located the pump and pud- 
dles near the trough where cattle were 
given water. For a couple of days this 
sufficed, but one day there was no 
water in puddles, so the old ducks 
jumped into the trough, immersed 
themselves, then would jump out and 
the young ducks were noticed sipping 
water from the feathers of “their 
mothers. 

The farmer's wife had watched this 
for some time, and decided to go out 
to visit the newccmers. The old ducks 
with their young did not move far. 
Mutely they indicated water was bad- 
ly needed. Soon the housewife placed 
a large pan full of water near the 
pump. The side of the pan was toc 
high to allow the young ducks to get a 
drink, so the mother ducks took the 
expedient of dumping their offspring 
into the pan, and within a shcrt time 
it was filled with the fluffy little birds. 

Since that day the ducks have stay- 
ed close to the farmyard, and now get 
their daily rations of water.

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to de so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 

or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment dip made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made.
